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Regarding the limitation of "animatedly presents the at least one candidate red-eye region..." in claims 1,17, 24, the Examiner submits 
that Fig. 3, Fig. 6, column 6 lines 57-62, and column 1 Mines 19-34 of White et al (U.S. Pat. 7,035,462) animatedly present red-eye 
regions 50a, 50b, 50c, and 50d in a magnified view of a display screen. These red-eye regions are not corrected until either button 52 or 
53 is pressed, indicating finalization of correction. 

Regarding the limitation of "animatedly updating the digital image as a user navigate to a different candidate red-eye region" in claims 1 , 
17, 24, the Examiner submits that button 76 in Fig. 6, Fig. 7, and Fig. 8 animatedly updates the digital image when it is pressed, wherein a 
counter shows the number red-eye regions. 

Regarding "a graphical rejection device configured as an X mark superimposed through a candidate red-eye region not accepted by the 
user" in claim 17, the Examiner submits that Fig. 3 t column 6 lines 52-62, and column 9 lines 23-40 configure X mark (cross-hairs symbol) 
indicating red-eye regions 50c and 50d not accepted by the user. 
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
